“1936-1948” Our Diary 


September 5, 1936—I started to school today. | had a good time. | can hardly wait for 
tomorrow to come. Some of the boys and girls cried, but I didn’t. We drew pictures and 
sang songs. My teacher is Mrs. Harris. Miss McAdams is the other first grade teacher. 

December 19, 1936—We began Christmas holidays today. Our grade mothers gave us 
a stocking filled with candy, and they gave us some fruit. We had a party. | gave Mrs. 
Harris a present. Santa Claus is coming to see us soon—if we are good. 

April 25, 1937—Today was the last day of school. I received my report card. | was 
promoted to the second grade. 

September 20, 1937—-Now | am in the second grade. We are learning to read and to 
write. We read library books. Miss Kerns and Miss Lawson are our teachers. Miss Kerns 
is good to us. We play games and sing songs. 

April 27, 1938—Report cards today! Today was the last day of school, and we were 
promoted to the third grade. The apples and candy MUST have helped some! 

November 25, 1938—I am in the third grade. Mrs. Carrick is my teacher. We have to 
learn the multiplication table backward and forward. 

February 20, 1939—Dowd got a spanking today, and Ben had to stand out in the hall 
for talking. Ben cried, because he was afraid Mr. Windell would see him. 

August 26, 1939—We now have nine months of school. This year | am separated from 
many of my friends. Louise Lomax has moved to another town. We have a new girl in 
our class. Her name is Virginia Spake, and she is from Greensboro. | like her so much. 

November 10, 1940—We are in the fifth grade. Miss Ward is our teacher, and she is 
very pretty. A large number of boys and girls from Yadkin are now coming here to school. 
Faye Walser is from Yadkin. All the boys like her, especially Dowd. 

September 8, 1941—Miss Lloyd is our homeroom teacher. Mr. Clark and Miss Geekie 
teach us too. We are now studying history. We are in the May Day program. We do the 
Highland Fling, and the boys have to wear skirts. The boys have a difficult time in keeping 
their skirts from blowing over their heads. They make attractive girls. 

December 8, 1941—Peari Harbor today! Yesterday the Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor, 
and today war was declared! We don’t know much about it, but we are frightened. Every- 
one is talking about the war. 

August 30, 1942—At last we are in the seventh grade! Mrs. Hand and Miss Clark are 
our teachers. Mrs. Hand makes us sing by ourselves. Today we learned that an additional 
grade has been added and that we won’t enter high school next year. Are we unhappy! 

May 18, 1944—Graduation night is over! We practiced our commencement program 
for a month. I never shall forget how scared | was when | gave my speech. It was two 
pages long, and | had to cry all the way through it. Nancy Adams and Jerry Womack 
won the American Legion awards. Now we have our certificates to high school. Next year 
we shall be freshmen. 

August 21, 1944—High school at last! It seems so good to be in high school, and to be 
able to look back over the long road we have traveled. Miss Davis and Mrs. Slate are our 
homeroom teachers. Boy, is this place crowded! You are practicaliy trampled in the rush 


between classes. | really feel like a “green freshman”! Sometimes | wonder if I shall live 
through it. 
Novmber 12, 1945—Well, | lived through my freshman year. | feel now as though | 


can live through anything. Now that | am a Sophomore, | feel sorry for the Freshmen. | 
know exactly how “out-of-place” they feel. The homeroom teachers are Miss Barrier and 
Mrs. Childress.
